* Tax collected mainly upon sales in the month shown, but actually received in the following month. The rate of tax was 
24% from ist August, 1930. 6% from ith July, 1931, 5% from 26th October, 19338, 4% from 11th 
September, 1936, 5% from 22nd September, 1938, 6% from 9th September, 1939 and 8}% from 3rd May, 1940. 
From 22nd November, 1940, the tax was increased to 10%. or in some cases to 15%, and tax at 5% was levied 


on some commodities formerly exempt. From 80th October, 1941, the tax on some 5% classes was increased to 
10% and on some 10% and all 15% classes to 20%. Some 5% commodities were exempted. 


From 1st May, 1942, all goods subject to 5% tax were made tax free, the general rate of 10% was increased to 
12}% and all goods taxed at 20% were made subject to 25%.

Nove.—The Sydney index of wholesale pe relates chiefly to basic materials and foods weighted in accordance 
with consumption in the years 1911-13. Neitherthe component items nor the weighting have been varied. Conse- 
auently the index is a measure of changes in wholesale price levels based on usages which have altered substantially 
since the period on which the weighting was determined. As such it is useful as an indication of long-term trends over 
the past 41 years which it covers, on the assumption that the relative importance of component items remained 
constant. Butit no longer serves asa measure of price vuriations from month to month or from year to year of 
commodities weighted in accordance with present-day consumption. 

Comparisons of wholesale price index numbers since 1938-39 are shown in the following table of index numbers 
compiled by the Commonwealth Statistician. The method of compilation is described briefly on page 16 of Common- 
wealth “Monthly Review of Business Statistics,” No. 48.
